It  is  t!ie  opinion  of  many  prominent 
medical  authorities  that  there  will  be  a 
widespread  epidemic  of  cholera  in  Europe 
this  year,  and  that  it  will  rage  with  special 
intensity  in  the  countries  boiderins  on  the 
Mediterranean.  Its  appearance  in  Marseilles 
the  past  week  must  be  considered  a  partial 
confirmation  of  the  prediction .  In  view  of 
this  impending  visitation,  it  would  be  a  wise 
policy  for  the  Brazilian  government  to  at 
once  take  steps  to  ward  off  the  danger  of  a 
cholera  invasion,  and  to  prepare  for  its 
treatment  in  case  it  should  pass  the  bounds 
pf  a  reasonable  quarantine.  And  in  any 
such  precautionary  efTort  it  should  be  re- 
membered that  quarantine  is  but  one  of  the 
means  required,  and  in  reality  the  least  im- 
portant. It  will  be  necessary,  of  course, 
to  create  effective  quarantine  stations,  and 
to  these  should  be  attached  proper  lazaretto 
and  hospital  accommodations  so  that  we 
may  not  again  see  the  barbarous  and 
inhuman  expulsion  of  pest-ridden  ships 
from  these  shores.  We  shall  hope  to  see, 
therefore,  a  properly  equipped  quarantine 
station  at  Pernambuco,  as  well  as  at  Ilha 
Grande,  and  we  trust  that  provisions  will  be 
made  for  the  landing  of  passengers  and  im- 
migrants on  arrival,  and  for  their  proper 
treatment  in  case  of  sickness.  At  the  same 
time  the  government  should  adopt  measures 
for  the  prompt  restriction  of  immigration 
at  the  first  appearance  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic, for  it  is  far  less  expensive  and  more 
humane  to  forbid  the  immigrants  coming, 
than  to  submit  them  to  the  rigors  of  quaran- 
tine restrictions  here.  ]\Iore  important  than 
ail  these,  however,  are  the  local  sanitary  pre- 
cautions which  ought  to  be  taken  in  every 
city  and  seaport  of  the  country — securing  a 
good  supply  of  pure  water,  improving  drain- 
age systems,  cleansing  streets,  grounds  and 
buildings,  removing  all  filth-producing  es- 
tablishments from  thickly-populated  local- 
ities, and  instructing  the  people  to  under- 
stand the  necessity,  of  cleanliness,  good 
habits  and  good  food.  If  the  authorities 
can  induce  the  people  to  live  rationally  and 
in  a  cleanly  manner,  they  will  have  the 
best  protection  against  epidemic  diseases 
that  human  skill  can  devise.  Add  to  this 
an  effective  and  skillful  sanitary  board, 
which  knows  how  to  isolate  every  case  of 
contagious  disease  as  soon  as  discovered, 


and  they  will  require  nothing  more.  The 
work  begun  by  the  prefect  of  this  city  in 
improving  the  streets  and  destroying  pest- 
breeding  places,  should  be  continued.  All 
<oiii(os  in  the  thickly  settled  districts  should 
be  closed,  and  their  inmates  should  be  re- 
moved to  the  suburbs.  In  this  the  tram  com- 
panies can  render  good  service  by  providing 
more  and  cheaper  transportation  service, 
and  capitalists  can  confer  an  inestimable 
boon  on  this  pest-ridden  city  by  building 
suitable  houses  for  the  poor.  The  large 
tenements  which  exist  in  llie  crowded  dis- 
tricts sliould.  at  all  hazards,  be  closed  ani.1 
cleansed.  Then,  too,  the  whole  Saudc 
district  sliould  be  cleaned  outand  a  new 
water  front  should  be  provided  for.  There 
is  no  disputing  the  assertion  that  this  foul- 
smelling,  congested  and  badly-built  dis- 
trict is  a  principal  source  of  all  the  con- 
tagious diseases  which  afllict  us.  The 
removal  of  the  marine  arsenal  should  give 
another  outlet  for  its  crowded  traffic  and  this 
street  should  be  tlie  starting  point  for  the 
new  water  front  which  the  city  will  some 
day  be  compelled  to  buitd.  It  is  of  course 
impossible  to  undertake  all  these  improve- 
ments at  once,  but  assuredly  a  suitable 
plan  for  the  future  city,  cleansed  and  rebuilt, 
can  be  adopted,  so  that  all  steps  taken 
henceforth  may  be  in  harmony  witii  it. 
The  work  should  be  begun  at  once. 


The  letter  addressed  by  Sr.  Serzedello 
Correia,  minister  of  finance,  to  the  Jonial 
do  Commcrcio  on  the  Sth  inst.  is  a  docu- 
ment of  such  e."itraordinary  imagination 
liiat  it  deserves  handing  down  to  posterity 
among  those  archives  of  the  financial  his- 
tory ot  the  Brazilian  republic,  that  are 
enriched  by  the  productions  of  Sis,  Ruy 
Barbosa  and  Lucena.  Aside  from  tiie  utter 
disregard  of  common  courtesy  that  led  tlie 
incensed  financial  secretary  of  Vice-Presi- 
dent Pei.'ioto  to  send  copies  of  his  reply  to 
the  Jonial  to  every  newspaper  in  Rio,  the 
current  of  egotism,  the  great  I,  that  pervades 
the  document  is  simply  astounding  !  Let 
lis  ask  who  is  Sr.  Serzedello  Correia?  A 
secretary,  an  employe  of  the  executive  o( 
Brazil,  and  as  such  liable  to  dismissal .' 
And  this  subordinate  takes  it  upon  himself 
to  declare  that  he  had  not  desired  to  reply 
to  criticisms  on  his  monstrous  bank  de- 
cree, precisely  as  if  the  Brazilian  public, 
and  the  foreigners,  cared  a  straw  for  Sr. 
Serzedello's  opinions,  once  the  decree 
carried  the  signature  of  the  Brazilian  exec- 
utive. Does  the  testy  young  man  suppose 
himself  to  be  a  minister  in  an  imperial 
cabinet,  that  his  ideas  are  to  carry  weight .' 
"To  the  competence  of  experts,  to  the 
good  sense  of  our  capitalists  and  to  the 
criterium  of  our  merchants,"  Sr.  Serzedello 
left  the  consideration  of  the  decree  o( 
December  17th.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  exactly  who  among  the  classes 
named  he  consulted.  Sr.  Ruy  Barbosa 
was  accustomed  to  give  book,  cliapter  and 
verse  of  his  authorities,  and  wjiy  cannot 
Sr.  Serzedello  give  the  ideas  of  such  experts 
as  Dr.  Honorio  Ribeiro,  of  such  capitalists 
as  Srs.  RIayrink,  Theodureto  Souto  and 
Malta  Machado,  and  of  such  merchants  as 
the  gentlemen  that  form  the  representative 
body  of  Rio's  commerce  at  the  Associa^ao 
Commercial?  No  remedies  have  been  pres- 
cribed, says  the  minister,  for  the  prolonged 
death  struggle  of  the  market,  for  the  great 
difiiculties  encountered  by  all  classes  in  their 
sustenance,  for  the  dangers  surrounding 
the  most  venerable  institutions  of  the  coun- 
try. And  who  reduced  the  secretary's 
country  to  the  condition  he  depicts,  except 
the  "experts,  capitalists  and  merchants'' 
to  whose  consideration  Sr.  Serzedello  left 
his  banking  decree  !  If  as  is  stated  every- 
thing that  is  native  feels  itself  suffocated, 
who  placed  their  hands  on  the  throat  of  the 
infant  republic  but  the  very  men  who  are 
now  this  minister's  advisers  and  confidants  ? 
If,  as  Sr.  Serzedello  asserts,  he  has  devoted 
his  efforts,  activity  and  the  "energies  of 
his  will"  to  public  affairs  from  his  youth, 
then  it  must  be  confessed  that  the  result  as 
furnished  by  his  financial  policy  shows  how 
misapplied  energies  may  result  in  disaster  ; 
and  if  Sr.  Serzedello  asks  nothing  for  him- 
self, however  meritorious  this  maybe/fr^/', 
a  circular  letter  to  the  press  is  hardly  the 
proper  medium  to  employ  for  posing  as  an 
honest  man,  nor  for  suggesting  comparisons  ■ 
with  predecessors  in  his  office,  who  never 
placed  their  honesty  so  publicly  before 
their  fellow-countrymen.  Sr.  Serzedello  is 
young,  and  has  been  a  soldier ;  with  age, 
experience  will  come,  and  with  contempla- 
tion he  will  learn  that  bankers,  merchants 
and  journalists  are  not  to  be  "hectored  " as 


soldiers  may  be.  Tlien  the  secretary  must 
remember  iliat  it  is  extremely  injudicious  to 
commit  to  writing  the  effects  of  anger, 
This  he  lias  done ;  and  he  has  by  his 
intemperate  document  addressed  to  the 
Jonial  Jo  Ci>mmcrdo  done  more  harm  to 
the  Brazilian  republic,  than  he  can  correct 
even  by  the  withdrawal  of  every  milrm  of 
paper  money  in  the  countr)-.  It  is  an 
extreme  pity  that  there  is  no  member  of  the 
present  cabinet  that  can  serve  as  a  mentor 
to  its  military  financial  secretarv. 


CUSTOMS  FIXES. 

The  minister  of  finance  has  addressed 
the  following  note  to  the  minister  of  foreign 
affairs  in  regard  to  a  leclainatioii  of  certain 
English  manufacturers  again.st  the  fines 
imposed  upon  tlieir  goods  for  excess  of 
weight  :   - 

Th  reply  to  the  <n'iso,  under  No  154  of  16th 
Uetcmlier  last,  by  wliich  you  liansmil  to  mc  ;i 
copv  of  the  note  wliich  the  charge  d'aflairea  of  the 
United  Kingdoiii  of  Great  Britain,  hy  order  of  his 
government,  has  directed  to  you,  protesting  against 
the  imposition  of  fines  hy  the  customs  authorities 
in  cases  of  differences  of  weight,  or  of  quality,  in 
the  volumes  of  imports  of  woollens  of  English 
oiii;in,  .ind  suggesting  the  expedient  proposed  by 
the  Bradford  chamber  of  commerce  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Uracil  conceding  a  mnrgin  of  5^^,  more  or 
less,  on  the  weight  of  such  goods,  desisting  from 
the  imposition  of  any  fine  u-Jicn  tlie  weight  does 
not  exceed  that  percentage— it  is  necessary  to  de- 
clare that  you  can  respond  to  that  note  that,  in 
vii-'w  of  the  terms  of  the  .same,  the  petitioners  have 
no  perfect  idea  of  the  manner  by  which  such  dis- 
patches arc  expedited  in  the  custom-houses. 

The  allowance  siigfijestcd  by  ihem  for  the  difj'er- 
Qwz-^i.  of  weight,  is  determined  by  diverse 
dispositions  of  the  consolidated  laws  of  the 
custom-houses,  and  is  applied  in  theca.u-s  to  which 
they  have  .ipplication,  but  can  not  be  exceeded. 

The  causes  of  dilTerences  in  weights  of  woollens, 
either  are  not,  or  cannot  be  entirely  those  indi- 
cated in  the  reclamation,  viz.,  atmospheric  varia- 
tions and  the  system  of  weighing  in  glolv,  in  jilace 
of  partial  weighing,  as  is  claimed,  because  neither 
da  these  constantly  occur,  nor  do  they  in  all  mer- 
cliandise  of  the  same  character,  and,  were  piece  by 
piece  to  be  weighed,  the  result  should  not  be 
different;  it  would  merely  cause  a  delay  in  the 
despatch  of  business. 

Finally,  a  concession  relative  to  the  .specified 
product  of  a  locality,  would  be  unjust  and  odious, 
and  if,  in  order  to  avoid  an  appearance  of  this 
character,  it  should  be  generalized,  it  would  not 
only  create  confusion  in  the  established  and  invar- 
ialjly  observed  practice,  but  it  would  also  be  con- 
trary to  what  is  determined  by  law. 

The  system  followed  in  the  Brazilian  custom- 
houses is  sufficiently  protective,  because  the  tare 
marked  upon  the  packages  is  accepted,  and  only 
when  this  Is  wanting  is  the  whole  number  of  pieces 
weighed,  and  the  tare  estimated  upon  verified 
weight,  no  fines  being  imposed,  except  in  the  case 
that  this  is  exceeded. 

It  is  evident  from  the  foregoing  that 
Minister  Serzedello  either  fails  to  com- 
prehend tlie  question,  or  he  is  avoiding  the 
issue  at  stake.  We  do  not  understand  that 
either  favors  or  exceptions  are  asked,  nor  do 
the  petitioners  want  to  introduce  any  con- 
fusion into  the  customs  regulations  of  the 
country,  wiiich  the  minister  considers  to  be 
so  well  established  and  so  well  observed, 
They  simply  ask  for  justice  and  common- 
sense  rulings  in  a  matter  where  they  are 
suffering  loss  and  annoyance  for  a  difference 
in  weights  upon  which  they  can  make  no 
calculation.  The  imposition  of  fines  in 
such  cases  is  grossly  unjust,  and  they  very 
properly  ask  to  have  such  an  allowance 
made  for  the  absorption  of  moisture  on  the 
voyage  and  during  detention  in  the  custom- 
house as  will  relieve  them  of  this  unmerited 
penalty.  It  has  been  found  that  these  cases 
of  woollen  goods  will  absorb  from  two  to 
five  kilogrammes  of  water,  the  quantity 
depending  on  the  varying  conditions  of  the 
ship,  the  atmosphere  and  the  customs  store- 
houses. The  recent  increase  in  the  duties 
on  imports  has  of  course  added  to  the  risk 
because  a  smaller  diflerence  in  weight 
brings  the  goods  under  the  rule  regulating 
the  fine.  Previous  to  this  change  oftarifT 
the  importer  was  able  to  avoid  the  fine 
(which  is  imposed  when  the  difference  in 
duties  exceeds  50$)  by  dispatching  i\\e^  or 
six  packages  at  a  time.  Now  they  can  only 
dispatch  two  or  three  packages  at  a  time, 
which  doubles  their  own  work  and  that  of 
the  custom-house.  As  these  duties  are 
levied  on  the  water  absorbed,  and  not  on  the 
goods,  the  minister  might  very  well  take 
the  subject  into  consideration,  so  that  a 
long-standing  grievance  might  be  removed. 
This  apparently  is  contrary  to  law  and  cus- 
tom, and  the  practice  of  fining  merchants 
because  their  goods  will  absorb  water, 
must  perforce  be  continued  !

As  it  is  asserted  that  his  specific 
desiinatiou  was  Brazil,  it  must  be  surmised  tinU  he 
liad  heaid  of  the  peading  amalgamation  of  the 
Banco  do  Brazil  and  ihe  Banco  da  Republica,  and, 
possessing  an  extensive  and  pcciiliat  kmnvlcdgi;  of 
banking  bub'iness,  may  have  tlion-ht  ihat  lie  ci.uld 
render  valuable  assistance  to  ilie  tinanciers  of  the 
young  republic.  l\\  a  cuiiniiy  where  hanks  are 
formed,  amalgamated,  smaslied,  and  liipiidated 
Willi  a  rapidity  and  facility  ijuite  slarlling  to  llic 
ordinary  initividunl,  Mr.  Balfour  miglu  be  com- 
pletely at  home,  He  might  be  m  a  congenial 
alLuo,sphere.  01  course,  he  may  have  gone  to 
Uruguay— may  possiliiy  have  become  a  eontidential 
.T-dviser  10  President  lleriera.  Perhaps  die  Argen- 
tine may  have  chimed  !iim,  or,  what  is  more 
likely  still,  lie  may  he  on  his  way  to  Chili  across 
the  Andes,  .-^t  all  events,  we  have  given  a  few  of 
the  reasons  for  his  choice  of  South  America.  It  is 
uniiecessaiy,  of  course,  to  account  for  his  flight. 
The  reason  of  that  is  pretty  plain  to  all. 


PROTECTION  TV  i'RUGUA  V. 

The  new  law  imposing  duties  on  prinlcii  matter 
imported  into  Uruguay,  was  signed  by  die  Presi- 
dent oil  January  23rd  and  went  into  effect  on  the 
7lh  inst.  It.9  effects  will  hardly  he  (eh  on  ordinary 
printed  matter,  but  in  llie  case  of  work  which  can 
not  be  done  in  the  country,  it  will  prove,  as  in  Bra- 
zil, a  grievous  burden.    The  law  is  as  follows  : 

Art,  /.—The  undermentioned  articles  arriving 
from  abroad  shall  pay  to  the  customs  houses  ot  the 
republic  the  (ollowing  specific  duties  :  —  Printed 
books  or  copybooks  of  mu.^ic,  6  cents  per  kilo- 
gramme.—Books,  copy  and  note  books,  partly  or 
entirely  printed  or  lithographed,  So  ceiils  per  kilo- 
gramme, —  Paper  ruled  fur  music  without  any 
printing,  50  cents  pei-  kilo. — Writing  paper,  ruled 
or  unruled,  with  crests,  monograms  or  oiher  imp- 
ression, $[  per  kilo. — Envelopes  with  any  kind  of 
printing,  .$1  per  kilo,  —  Commercial  i(irms  and 
paper,  priuLed  or  lithographed,  such  as  aecaunis, 
invoices,  bank  notes,  l)ills  of  excliange,  leiiers, 
bands  or  tickets,  loose  annouucements,  with  or 
without  calendars,  upon  paper,  cardboard  or  linen, 
in  ink  of  one  colour,  $2  per  kilo.— The  same  in 
inks  of  more  than  one  colour,  $3. — Paper  printed, 
lithographed  or  autographed,  of  any  kind,  with 
ornaments  or  designs,  wholly  or  in  pari,  and  all 
other  work  of  lithography,  typography,  photmype, 
or  any  other  system,  in  ink  of  one  colour.  $1  per 
kilo.— The  game  in  inks  ol  more  than  one  colour, 
$2  per  kilo. — Empty  boxes  for  matches  an<l  (or 
specialities  of  drugs,  confectionery,  perlumeiy,  and 
so  forth,  60  cents  per  kdo.— The  same  in  pieces  or 
in  loose  sheets,  30  cents  per  kilo. 

Aii.  J— The  articles  mentioned  above  remain 
subject  to  the  addilional  duty  of  5!,'^  upon  importa- 
tion established  by  the  law  of  Ociober  4,  iSgo. 

/);■/.  J. — This  law  shall  come  into  (oice  in  fifteen 
days  from  its  inoinulgation. 

W»7../.— The  law  of  Jan.  5,  iSSS,  is  repealed  in 
so  far  as  it  is  op|)osed  to  llie  present. 

.-()■/.  j. — Let  this  be  comniunicaiel,  etc. 


POLICE  ADMIXISTRATIOW    ' 

In  discussing  a  government  measure  for  the 
militarisation  of  ihe  police  fotce  of  Montevideo— 
which  is  said  to  he  contrary  to  the  constitution  — 
the  MoitU-jidco  'fiincs  of  fhe  26th  ult-  has  the  fol- 
lowing pertinent  remarks  on  the  police  systems  of 
England  and  the  United  States  ■. 

The  minister  of  government  alleged,  in  defence 
of  the  step,  that  the  pohce  iu  the  United  States 
were  militarised.  We  can  inform  him  th.ii  he  is 
entirely  wrong.  The  police  in  the  United  St.ites 
,-is  in  England- and  these  are  acknowledged  to  be 
the  finest  police  in  the  world— are  a  purely  civil 
body,  and  are  not  even  directly  under  government 
control  but  under  that  of  the  municipal  authorities,, 
as  we  should  like  to  see  ihem  here.  Cerlainly  the 
police  are  subjected  to  a  certain  amount  of  military 
drill,  hnt  this  is  given— as  it  is  given  to  youths  at. 
college- for  the  .salce  of  die  bodily  training  and  of 
ti;aching  them  lo  act  in  concert  and  to  obey  a 
word  of  commau'l.  But  this  is  not  allowed  to  in- 
terfere with  their  purely  civil  duties,  nor  are  the 
rigid  notions  of  military  discipline  allowed  to  enter 
into  their  relations  with  the  people,  They  are 
civil  servants  on  a  civil  duty,  just  as  any  clerk  in  a 
government  oflice,  and  any  attempt  to  convert 
them  into  a  military  corps  or  to  take  them  from 
their  proper  duties  for  improper  military  purposes, 
would  be  simply  imjiossible,  for  the  people  would 
not  allow  it.  Neither  Englishmen  nor  Americans 
recognize  the  miliiary  as  having  any  authority 
whatever  over  civilians,  but,  on  the  contrary,  the 
military,  when  not  on  active  duty,  are  subject  to 
civil  authority,  and  a  soldier  or  an  officer,  whether 
in  nniform  or  noi,  who  misbehaves  himself  in  the 
public  streets,  i.s  promptly  arrested  by  the  nearest 
policeman  and  taken  to  the  police  station.  Any 
resistance  of  tlic  military  to  police  authority,  or 
any  attempt  of  ihe  military  to  usurp  authority  over 
civilians  or  to  abuse  them  in  any  way,  is  imme- 
diately resented  and  promptly  checked.  On  excep- 
tional occasions,  such  as  disorders  or  great  strikes, 
soldiers  are  told  off  for  police  duty,  but  the  circum- 
stance generally  creates  ill-feeling,  and  such  duty 
is  so  much  disliked  by  officers  and  men  that  they 
sometimes  avoid  It  even  at  the  risk  of  panishment 
for  disobedicni:c.  The  police  are  there  recognized 
as  servants  of  the  people,  responsible  to  the  people 
for  the  execution  of  their  duties.  The  military  100, 
though  under  government  control,  are  reccognisecl 
as  part  of  the  people,  set  aside  for  the  dutv  of  pro- 
tecting the  others,  but  when  not  on  that  duty 
subject  to  the  same  civil  laws  and  obligations,  and 
without  any  authority  over  the  people.  If,  as  was 
recently  the  case  here,  a  squad  of  soldiers  were  to

For  instance,  in  re^^aril  to  furnisliing  Cliinose 
laborers  at  transportation  rates  less  than  those  paid 
for  European  inimigrants,  I  hardly 'think  this  is 
Mssihie ;  I  may  mention  that  in  British  Guiana 
$90,00  ("dollarsj  a  head  is  jiaid. 

The  (liinaman  is  also  no  fool,  and  he  would  not 
l;e  satisfied  u'ith  anytliin^t;  but  strictly  fair  and 
hheial  terms  in  any  eontracl  he  might  enraije 
himself  to. 

Taking  Guiana,  where  I  was  for  about  ten  j'ears 
a  planter,  I  found  him  to  be  a  gooil  workman.  Me 
came  out  on  iiuich  the  same  terms  as  the  coolies 
from  Calcutta  ami  Madras,  viz.,  contract  for  five 
years,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  was  at  liberty 
to  engage  himself  where  he  pleased,  and  at  the 
end  often  years  his  return  passa[,'e  was  paid  back 
to  Lhina  by  government,  if  he  wished  to  return, 
i  hat  IS  to  say,  the  agreement  was  made  with  the 
government  aetingon  behalf  of  the  planter  ;  in  non- 
fulfilment  of  the  contract  he  could  be  punished  by 
law,  or  in  case  of  desertion  from  the  estate  to 
which  he  was  allotted,  or  absence  from  labor  with- 
out suflicient  excuse .  His  pay  was  by  piece  work 
and  paid  regularly  every  week.  Sunday  was  an 
off  day,  and  in  event  of  sickni:ss  he  was  to  be 
admuied  into  the  estates  hospital  and  received 
every  attention  until  recovered  free  of  expense 
the  government  jiaying  the  medical  man.  Of 
course  he  had  his  house  room  free  of  charge,  also. 
J  he  average  earnings  of  a  good  man  weekly  was 
twelve  to  fifteen  shillings,  worth  at  the  very  least 
iwciuy-five  here,  taking  the  much  cheaper  rate  of 
living  there.  John  Chinaman  likes  good  fare  and 
i  am  afraid  would  not  be  satisfied  with  our  black 
i)eans.  Notwithstanding  all  this  it  was  a  difllcult 
matter  to  keep  a  Chinese  Hang  together  on  any 
one  estate  and  they  were  indifferent  to  punishment 
whenciiuglit;  the  law  had  no  terrors  for  them. 
Ihe  police  also  had  diftlculty  in  tracking  them,  one 
Uimaman  being  so  nmeh  like  another.  IJefore  I 
left  the  colony  the  project  was  Ijcing  discussed  of 
mtroducing  them  on  free  terms  on  account  of  these 
difficulties, 

I  do  not,  however,  agree  with  you  in  regard  to 
the  "unempb.ycdiabiiring  element  here  and  diat 
It  is  sullicient  for  many  limes  the  present  industrial 
requirements  of  the  country."  All  experience  goes 
to  prove  the  contrary.  This  is  my  own  experience 
at  the  present  moment  on  a  large  fazenda  in 
Espirito  Santo,  where  the  laborers  are  well  dealt 
l)y  and  ptmctually  paid  (I  am  talking  of  Brazilians 
proper),  I'our  days  in  the  week  is  about  as  much 
as  you  can  get  out  of  them  and  this  appertains 
throughout  the  country  generally  I  have  found. 
Saints'  days  and  several  days  after  each  are  holi- 
days,  also,  as  a  rule.  Look  at  the  planters  in  the 
provinces  of  Rio  and  Minas,  who  arc  only  too  ready 
to  give  out  Iheir  crops  to  be  picked  at  halves  and 
the  trouble  there  is  to  get  men  on  even  those 
terms.  I  quite  allow  thai  the  q\A  fazeiukiro  is  not 
the  man  to  run  ^fazenda  to-day  with  free  labor, 
however. 

Some  two  or  three  years  ago  the  government 
undertook  through  the  banks  to  relieve  the  planters, 
lliero  was  no  stipulation  as  to  how  the  money 
should  he  expended  that  was  raised  by  mortgages 
oxiWxKLwfiizendas;  about  this  time  the  speculation 
ever  scl  in  and  these  men  were  probably  caught  in 
tne  mad  whirl.  How  much  money  went  to  im- 
provement on  the  estates  may  be  imagined.  Takinc 
them  as  a  class,  probably  the  planting  body  were 
never  so  badly  off  as  at  the  present  moment.  Go 
where  you  will  m  these  two  provinces,  estates  are 
abandoned  and  there  are  very  few  that  are  not 
mortgaged  to  their  full  value,  or  beyond  it.  Very 
iltle  new  cultivation  has  been  taken  in  and  I 
believe  the  future  years  will  show  a  falliniT  off 
notwithstanding  the  high  prices  of  coffee.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  about  it  that  where  before  the 
emancipation  it  took  a  cerlnin  number  of  slaves  to 
work  the  estate,  double  that  number  do  not  now 
sulfice.

—The  extraordinary  session  of  llie  Uruguayan 
Congress  was  closed  on  the  6lb. 

—It  is  announced  ihai  the  Uruguayan  govcrii- 
ment  is  again  negotialing  lor  a  $5,000,000  loan  in 
Pans. 

—Fires,  .s.iy,s  (lie  MonU-v 
almost  daily  occurrence  in  Mc 
Aires. 

—In  Montevideo  40O  retail  grocers  met  on  the 
3_isl  nit.  for  tlie  purpose  of  organizing  an  associa- 
tion 10  protect  them  from  oppression  by  the 
government, 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  gih  says  that 
the  difficulties  in  the  province  of  Santa  F£  are 
being  arranged,  the  government  acceding  to  the 
demands  of  the  colonists. 

—The  represent-ilive  of  the  Belgian  national  fac- 
tory of  arms  has  offered  tiie  Uruguayan  govern- 
ment reioimed  repeating  Mauser  rifles  at  $17.40 
each  and  cartridges  at  from  $22  to  $40  per 
thousand. 

— Tlie  Argentine  minister  of  finance  has  been 
authorized  to  coin  one  and  two-cent  copper  coins 
of  the  value  of  $157,013.  Also  to  buy  theraachin- 
ery  and  tools  necessary  for  lithographing  bank 
notes  and  for  impressing  stamps  on  paper,  the  ex- 
penditure being  limited  to  $25,000. 


—  A  quarantine  of  ten  d.iys  was  imposed  upon 
llie  passengers  of  ihe  t\'ord  Ai'wriai  on  lauding  at 
Ijuenos  Aires. 

—The  January  receipts  of  the  Monlevideo  cus- 
tom-house amounleil  10^708,060.37,  n  considerable 
increase  on  the  receipts  of  llie  same  month  of  1892. 

—The  new  Argentine  minister  of  interior  had 
not  been  in  ofiice  a  week  before  he  had  a  quarrel 
with  Ihe  minister  of  finance. 

—The  pnsseiiger  and  immigrant  arrivals  nt 
liueiios  Aires  in  Jannnvv  were  4,781  in  ocean 
sleamers  and  6,ifio  from  ^rontevide.^.  Tlie  depar- 
tures numbered  4,719. 

---During  December  Ihere  were  lej^isiered  in 
Ilufliios  Aires  1,851  births,  446  marriages,  and 
1,315  deaths,  of  which  «07  were  chiKlren  under  ; 
years  (including  131  still-births). 

—It  transpires  that  oneof  the  yellow-fcver  deaths 
on  Ihe  steamer  Poilem  was  caused  by  n  lung 
disease.  In  all  probability  an  intelligent  invesiiga- 
tioii  of  tlie  other  cases  would  show  a  similar  result, 
A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  Stii  announces 
the  nominaiion  of  Dr.  WeuceslAo  Kscilante  to  the 
long  vacant  post  of  minister  of  the  interior  in  ihe 
Argentine  cabinet.  The  new  minister  was  chair. 
man  of  the  national  mortgage  bank,  and  is  said  to 
be  opposed  to  Minister  Romero's  ideas  of  finance. 

—According  to  telegrams  o(  the  9[h  the  Monte- 
video doctors  have  given  way  to  ihc  Buenos  Aires 
samlaiy  board,  and  have  declared  quarantine 
against  Rio  de  Janeiro.  Of  course  Brazil  will  have 
to  stand  the  imposllion,  but  she  will  deserve  it  all 
If  she  (ails  torelurn  the  compliment  on  the  verv 
first  opportunity.  '' 

—The  Buenos  Aires  press  seems  lo  have  been 
opposed  to  the  arbitrary  action  of  the  Argentine 

s.aniiary  authorities  in  declaring  quaraniine  against 
Monlevideo.  It  was  pure  caprice  and  cussedness, 
and  the  presg  was  right  in  denouucing  it.  If  they 
could  drive  such  idiols  out  of  office  they  would 
render  good  service  lo  the  country. 

—A  lelegiam  of  the  6th  says  that  more  than 
3,000  colonists  are  under  arms  in  ibe  province  of 
Santa  F^,  Argentina,  to  resist  the  cereal  tax  en- 
forced by  the  government.  The  governor  at  once 
oi'dered  troops  lo  the  localities  to  enforce  order. 
The  next  news  will  be  a  revolutionary  movement 
ipi  Santa  Fd  for  the  deposition  o(  Gov.  Cafferata. 

—The  wages  of  a  peon  near  this  cily  are  from 
$1.5010  $2,75  per  day.  In  the  same  localities  a 
wom.an  i^ervaui  gets  from  $25  to  $40  a  month  with 
hoard  and  lodging  added.  A  man  and  wife  acting 
as  servants  can  command  from  $50  to  $80  per 
month,  in  addiiion  to  board  and  clothing.  These 
fads  show  that  domestic  service  is  overpaid  as 
compared  with  ordinary  day  labor.  While  a  car- 
penter may  get  $2.50  a  day  wiihout  board,  aver- 
aging  $0o  a  inonlh  without  board  or  lodging,  a 
cook  can  command  as  much  besides  board  and 
lodging.  No  work  is  paid  lor  at  so  high  a  rate  as 
Ihat  ol  servanis  and  none  is  so  difficult  lo  procure. 
Who  can  tell  just  what  is  the  reason  for  this?— 
Buenos  Aires  Herald. 

—There  is  a  shrewd  suspicion  in  the  minds  of 
Ihose  competent  to  judge  ol  such  matters,  that 
there  is  something  behind  the  scene  in  the  price 
agreed  to  by  the  former  administraliou  for  Ihe  -l 
light  ships  recently  built  in  England  and  o(  which 
one  IS  already  in  No.  3  Dock.  The  price  at  which 
each  ol  these  vessels  was  contracted  for,  is  200,000 
dolls,  gold,  but  practical  men  here  doubt  very 
miicli  if  they  could  cost  more  than  60,000  tblls. 
and  a  proposal  has  ;«en  brought  forward  to  pcij. 
lion  the  President  lo  appoint  a  commission  to 
enquire  into  ihe  actual  value  of  these  vessehs.  An 
interview  was  indeed  held  yesterday  between  the 
1  resident  and  a  person  in  a  high  official  ijosi,  to 
discuss  what  should  be  done  in  this  serious  bus- 
iness,—Tirwfj'y^,;^.,^,!/,,,^,  January  27th. 

—All   the   olficers   of   the   h'osales  escaped  (rom 
lliat  ill-faled  vessel.     They  all  came  away  together 
in  one  boat,  wilh  two  of  the  crew  to  assist  them  in 
navigating  it.    All  Ihe  rest  of  the  crew  were  drown- 
ed.    Ihe  two  who  escaped  have  ever  since  been 
kept  closely  imprisoned,    and  as    they    are    not 
clmiged  wilh  having  caused  the  loss  of  ihe  ship  or 
of  ihen- comrades,   the  public  has  jumped  to  the 
conclusion,    unjustly   no  doubt,   that    these    men 
would,  If  ilicy  were  released,  say  something  un- 
pleasant  about  ihcir  officers.  The  best  way  to  dispel 
this  error  is  to  bring  the  invesiigation  to  an  end  but 
here  comes  a  difficutly,   the  inquiry  cannot  proceed 
withoiit  the  naval  auditor,  and  that  functionary, 
Dr.   Carranza,  IS  taking  his  pleasure  in  Europe. 
In  the  meantime,    those  two  unfortunate  sailors 
who  have  told  all  they  know  about  the  matter  and 
perhaps  a  good  deal  more,  arc  unjustly  kept  in  pri- 
son,   as  it  has  not  occurred  to  any  of  ihe  ruling 
wiseacres  ihat  a  deputy  auditor  might  be  appointed 
to  do  Dr.  Carranza's  \vox\i..— Buenos  Ai/es  Herald.

Any  company  with  a  showy 
troupe   of  chorus   girls   is    sure  of  his   patronare 
lie  is  by  no  means  a  dandy  in  his  dress,  wearing  .i 
quiel  frock  coat,  an  ill-regulated  tie   and,  at  times 
a  decidedly  shabby  round  hat.    As  he  is  an  underl 
-ized  man,  this  does  not  contribute  to  a  dignified 
.H)pearance.     He  rarely  lakes  anyone  with  him   In 
his  brougham,   but   generally  drives  away   alone 
^yhcn  he  is  at  the  theatre  the  box  opposite  his  is 
always  occupied   by    a    stout    lady    of   imposing 
appearance  and  with  white  hair— Imi  that  is  another

She  ought  lo  have  known  better,  U 
women  must  fight  duels,  then  they  must  take  the 
conseciucnces, 

—The  prefect  has  determined  certain  places  as 
stations  lor  hand-trucks  and  has  instructed  the 
fiscals  lo  stop  the  practice  of  leaving  them  any- 
where  in  the  street,  to  the  obstruction  of  traffic. 
This  is  another  good  measure. 

— It  is  said  that  the  Botanical  Garden  line  will 
soon  receive  the  material  for  an  extension  of  its 
electric  tram  service  between  the  city  and  Largo  do 
Mftchado,  It  is  proposed  that  each  electric  tram 
shall  have  an  ordinary  tram  attached. 

—The  American  steamer  Vigilancia,  which 
sailed  on  the  1st  inst.,  took  504  packages  of  ex- 
hibits lor  the  Chicago  exhibition.  It  is  announced 
that  i,oSl  packages  more  will  be  shipped  on  the 
SegiifaMfa,  which  is  to  sail  on  the  2otli. 

—Senator  Aristides  Lobo,  referring  to  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Rangcl  Pestana  to  the  vice- 
presidency  ol  the  new  Banco  da  Republlca,  says 
that  the  future  will  soon  show  whether  it  is  not 
injurious  to  republican  interests  to  withdraw  able 
men  from  Congress. 

— The  prefect  has  been  refusing  lo  deliver  fresh 
beef  to  certain  butchers  at  the  S.  Diogo  station 
until  they  comply  with  an  accord  signed  July  3olh 
last.  It  is  hardly  in  harmony  with  the  liberties 
spoken  of  In  the  constitution,  but  perhaps  the 
butcher  deserves  the  punishment. 

— The  new  general-superintendent  of  immigra- 
tion, Sr.  Alcindo  Guanabara,  with  his  staff,  left  lor 
Europe  on  the  lOth  on  the  French  packet  BrisH. 
In  view  of  the  almost  certain  prevalence  of  cholera 
in  Europe  ihis  year,  the  government  might  belter 
have  kept  Alcindo  at  home  and  saved  the  salary. 

—  It  has  now  been  determined  lo  send  the  officers 
and  men  selected  for  the  voyage  to  China  on  the 
Almirante  Butroso  to  Toulon  on  the  R'tachuelo, 
which  soon  goes  lo  Europe  for  repairs,  The 
Pmnahyki  will  therefore  remain  at  the  Illia  Grande 
quarantine  station.  Laiet;  the  men  will  be  sent 
by  packet  steamers. 

— The  foreign  minister  at  Rome,  says  the  Mon- 
tevideo Times,  has  received  a  telegram  from  the 
Italian  minister  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  saying  that  the 
Brazilian  government  had  been  inrornied  that  Italy 
had  already  wailed  long  enough  to  obtain  satisfac- 
tion for  tbc  assassination  of  her  subjects  at  S, 
Vicente  and  Viamao,  and  that  she  expects  prompt 
and  complete  sallsfaction.

Being  a  patriotic  soldier,  he  will  probably  escape 
the  punishment  he  deserves. 

—The  minister  of  war  has  issued  orders  for 
severely  censuring  Major  Affonso  Alves  de  Moraes. 
This  is  the  officer  who,  having  been  arrested  by 
order  of  Gen.  Hypolito  Ribeiro,  protested  against 
his  airesl  and  was  joined  in  his  protest  by  many 
officers  of  the  army  in  Rio  Grande  do  Sul.  The 
minister  of  war  has  given  orders  for  the  latter  lo  be 
also  censured. 

■We  shall  have  to  keep  an  eye  on  our  worthy 
port  inspector  of  health.  On  the  loth  he  visited 
the  Faiz  and  recommended  that  "  we  ought  to  fire 
our  last  cartridge  to  free  ourselves  (roin  cholera," 
As  this  remark  was  associated  with  suggested  im- 
provements at  Ilha  Grande,  it  is  lo  be  feared  thai 
the  worthy  doctor's  cartridges  are  all  loaded  with 
quarantine  restrictions. 

—The  chief  of  police  lias  been  very  properly 
calling  Ibe  nitenlion  of  his  delegates  to  the  vice  of 
gambling  which  is  on  the  increase  in  this  city. 
While  efforts  are  making  to  suppress  the  common 
gambling  places,  the  chief  should  not  forget  the 
race-courses,  the  sportsman's  banks,  the  casinos 
and  clubs,  and  the  private  houses  where  some  very 
doubtful  work  is  done. 

— One  of  our  subscribers  who  receives  his  paper  at 
Cruzeiro,  only  about  seven  hours  from  here  on  the 
Central  railway,  sends  us  the  wrapper  ol  our  last 
issue,  showing  that  it  lakes  rfwi/iyjforthe  journey. 
The  wrapper  bears  the  post-marks  "Rio  de  Jan- 
eiro, 7  Fev.  93"  and  "Cruzeiro,  12  Fev,  93." 
This  may  indicate  improvement,  but  we  are  some- 
what doubtful  about  it," 

— The  president  of  ihe  Brazilian  commission  at 
Chicago  is  complaining  of  the  failure  to  send  him 
a  list  of  exhibits  and  exhibitors,  which  is  needed  for 
the  "official  catalogue,"  Many  more  complaints 
will  probably  be  heard  belore  the  information  Is 
obtained,  for  it  probably  does  not  as  ycl  exist. 
Many  of  the  northern  states  are  sending  their  ex- 
hibits direct  and  it  probably  has  never  occurred  to 
any  one  to  forward  lists  of  them . 

— We  regret  to  say  ihat  the  delivery  by  the  post- 
office  ol  this  paper  has  been  most  irregular  for 
many  months  past.  We  are  in  constant  receipt  of 
complaints  from  every  quarter,  but  we  cannot  meet 
the  difficulty.  We  must  ask  the  patience  of  our 
sultscribers  for  a  time  longer  until  we  can  locate 
the  cause,  when  we  hope  to  secure  the  proper 
delivery  of  the  paper.  We  shall  be  glad  to  send 
missing  numbers  to  those  desiring  tbent. 

— We  see  that  a  general  project  for  lazaretto 
buildings  in  the  different  states,  is  to  he  sent  lo  the 
Chicago  exhibition.  In  view  of  the  great  number 
of  these  prcjccls,  which  arc  going  forward,  would 
it  not  be  proper  to  specify  on  each  that  there  is  a 
strong  probability  of  their  remaining  "projects" 
for  an  indefinite  time.  It  would  then  be  a  really 
noteworthy  exhibit,  lor  ihere  is  no  country  in  the 
world  which  can  beat  Brazil  in  unrealized  and  un- 
realizable projects. 


—Should  there  benny  difficulty  in  disposing  of 
the  bonds,  iloes  there  .itill  remain  in  the  treasury  a 
Kuflicient  amount  of  gold  to  redeem  50,000,000$  in 
treasury  notes?  Or  is  ihe  nuiiiMer  of  finance 
merely  playing  a  game  of  blufi"? 

—The  minister  of  finance  says  Hurt  if  bonds 
won  t  redeem  the  nok-s,  lie  will  see  what  virtue 
there  is  in  gold,  If  he  means  hv  this  llm  he  will 
redeem  treasury  notes  in  gold  at  iheir  full  value, 
we  beg  that  he  will  apply  to  us  before  ^oiufi  else- 
where.

— We  are  expecting  to  hear  that  Dr,  Range! 
Pestana's  admission  that  he  knows  nothing  about 
banking,  has  made  a  boa  iinpressao  in  London. 

— The  customs  receipts  at  Pernambuco  amounted 
in  the  month|of  December  to  i,769,6iS$457,  against 
i,028,523$7oS  in  the  corresponding  month  of  1891. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  issued  orders  for 
withdrawing  from  circulution  the  notes  of  the 
Banco  Emissor  de  Pernambuco,  They  will  be  re- 
placed with  notes  of  the  Banco  da  Republica. 

—The  municipal  council  ol  this  city  has  author 
ized  the  prefect  to  borrow  10,000,000$,  to  be 
repaid  in  20  years.  The  rateofinterest  is  not  fixed 
but,  according  to  the  terms  of  the  authorization  it 
is  to  be  "  moderate."

—A  London  lelei;ram  ol  the  loth  s.ays  that  the 
holders  ol  Ceara  ILirbor  Corporation  stock  had 
just  been  advised  by  the  Brazilian  legation  that 
the  overdue  uiierest  guarantee  would  be  paid  on 
the  next  day,  a  ttlei-raphic  order  to  that  efiect 
havint;  just  been  receivecf  from  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
_  —The  announcement  on  the  loth  ol  the  redemp- 
tion of  10,000,000$  a  month  in  bank  notes  had  an 
immediate  favorable  effect  on  exchange.  We  have 
repeatedly  urped  that  the  witlidrawnl  of  :i  part  of 
this  excessive  issue  would  be  followed  by  a  higher 
rate  of  exchange,  simply  because  llie  currency 
would  appreciate  in  value. 

—The  miiiister  of  finance  has  ordered  the 
bureaux  subordinate  lo  bis  department  to  use  nines 
of  banks  of  issue  and  small  treasury  notes  in 
making  payments.  The  object  of  this  order  is  to 
withdraw  Irani  circulation  the  larger  treasury  notes 
and  lo  increase  the  circulation  of  small  notes 
quired  for  making  change.  This  is  a  good 
measure. 

—It  would  certainly  be  sad  if  after  the  new 
Banco  da  Ropnljlica  sells  the  bond,s,  the  product 
should  be  np])licd  not  to  the  redemption  of  treasury 
notes,  but  to  \\w  purchase  of  ironclads,  improved 
guns  and  other  playthings.  And  yet  circumstances 
equally  distressing  have  befallen  the  unfortunate 
Treasury.

—  A  Porto  Alegro  telegram  of  the  Sili  says  that 
the  governor  of  Rio  Grande  has  applied  lo  the 
legislature  for  authorization  to  borrow  500,000$  on 
7%  bonds  i-ssut'd  at  par.  The  purpose  is  to  con- 
solidate the  floatiuH  debt.  The  application  was  at 
once  acceded  lo  and  a  resolution  was  passed  lo 
Ihat  effect.  Up  to  the  nlh  some  300,000?  bad 
been  subscribed  to  the  loan,  in  great  part,  prob- 
ably, by  creditors  of  the  state, 

— On  the  glh  inst.  the  minister  of  finance  ad- 
dressed the  fullowing  communication  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Bunco  da  Republica  do  Brazil:— "I!y 
Art.  18  of  Decree  of  the  17th  ol  last  Deccinlier  the 
governmeiit  hoimd  itself  to  redeem,  with  the  de- 
posits— gold  and  bonds — made  in  the  Treasury  by 
banks  of  i^sne,  [treasury  notes]  to  the  amount  of 
1 00,000,000$,  the  redemption  to  commence  as  soon 
as  your  bank  begins  its  operations.  And,  since  it 
is  expedient  to  redeem  as  soon  as  possible  the  sum 
of  50,000,000$,  I  send  V.  E.  21,348  bonds  hearing 
4%  interest  in  gold  and  7,066  bearing  5^  interest 
in  currency,  in  order  that  your  bank  may  with  the 
product  thereof  redeem  on  the  Treasury's  account 
an  equivalent  sum  in  government  paper-money. 
The  redemption  will  be  effected  at  the  rate  ol 
10,000,000$  per  month,  and  your  bank  will  in  due 
time  call  on  the  Treasury  for  the  sum  necessary  to 
complete  the  redemption  of  the  aforesaid  amount  of 
50,000,000$.  Your  bank  will  render  to  the  Trea- 
sury a  monthly  account  of  the  product  of  the  sale 
olbond.s  and  the  treasury  notes  redeemed  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Caixa  de  Amorti,sagao  for  the 
purpose  of  being  burned,  as  the  law  requires.
